i i Joseph Smedley Jr. , 25 f of the 100 
bloc^ of Bonsail Avenue in Aston was 
arraigned on Monday in Monroe County 
Court on charges of molesting the boy 
during a Pocono camping crip in July 
1986, said Pennsylvania State Trooper 
Thomas Mastruzzo of the Swiftwater bar- 
racks. 



Smedley pieaded mot guilty to a charge 
of in voluntary deviate sexual intercourse 
and was released on his own recognizance 
alter posting 51,000 bail, officials said. 

Maatruzzo and Trooper Makom 
Murphy of the Media barracks said the 
additional charges against Smedley sur- 
faced during the original investigation 
into complaints that he molested the same 
boy during an overnight camping trip in 
Concord Township in May 1986. 

Smedley pleaded no contest to that 
charge in August 1987, but only after 
creating a controversy in the Media 
Courthouse. 



Delaware County Judge Domenic D. 
Jerome wanted to sentence Smedley to I 
the Accelerated Rehabilitative Dispostion . 
program, which would have given Him the 
opportunity to clear his criminal record. I 

But Smedley objected to Jerome a order 
that he stay away from teen-age boys, and 
the judge listed the case for trial. Smedley 
agreed to stay away from organized ac- 
tivities with children after pleading no 
contest. 

Smedley, a volunteer assistant scout- ! i 
master since 1961, was suspended shortly : 
after the original charges aiirfacecL I 
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Octooer 27, 1937

ASTON — An assistant scout- 
master suspended from Boy 
Scout activities after he was 
charged with molesting a 12- 
year-old boy has attended recent 
meetings, confirmed a scouting 
executive, the victim s parents 
and police sources. 

John Joseph Smedley Jr., of the 
100 block of Bonsall Avenue, "ap- 
parently did come around a cou- 1 
pie of times and come to troop 
(223) meetings" at a church, ac- 
cording to Albert Smith, ex- 
ecutive of the Valley Forge Coun- 
cil of Montgomery and Delaware 
Counties. 

Smedley faces trial in county 
court on charges of indecent as- 
sault, corruption of minors and 
endangering the welfare of 
minors. The charges stem from 
an overnight trip to Camp Toiand 
at Concord and Station roads in 
May, authorities said. 

Smedley allegedly entered the 
tent where the victim, an Aston 
boy, was sleeping and indecently 
touched him, state police said. 

A week after the arrest, a Boy 



Scouts spokesman said Smedley 
was suspended from all activities 
pending outcome of the case, 7 , » 

"I talked to scoutmaster Bill 
Mack," Smith said; "He said he 
(Smedley) had been around a 
couple times and I reiterated 
Smedley is not to be active with 
the unit until the matter is re- 
solved," Smith said Thursday. - 

Asked if Mack agreed with his 
recommendation, Smith replied, 
*Yes, absolutely." *: : t-i~" ■ '~ 

"We're not making any accusa- 
tions or anything. It's* in the 
courts now," he saicL * ' 

"Our primary " concern, of 
course, is protecting young peo- 
ple," Smith said. 

He pointed out that Smedley, a 
volunteer assistant scoutmaster 
3ince 1981, isn't a paid member of
